Safety first:

Riding bicycles, skateboards or 


rollerskates on campus is illegal, 
but the CSUS Department of Pub- 
lic Safety has found it difficult to 
enforce these regulations. In fact, 
the regulations are so seldom en- 
forced that many students don't 
even know there are such rules. 
However, beginning this week 
all bicycles parked illegally on 
campus will be impounded, ac- 
‘cording to Department of Public

Safety officials. It will cost $5 to 
retrieve a bicycle, according to 
Carl Perry, crime prevention 
officer. The police hope impound- 
ing illegally parked bicycles will 
force students to park their bicy- 
cles in the bike compounds and 
walk (rather than ride) to classes. 
“If we provide the places to 
park bicycles, students don't have 
to park by trees outside of their 
classes. They can go to school, 
park their bike (in the com- 
pounds), and pick it up again 
before going home,” Perry said. 








Cycling, skateboarding 
illegal on CSUS campus 


Perry estimates there are 3,000 
bicycles on campus every day, and 
says there is ample parking for 
them. 

“In the past the police depart- 
ment has tried various means of 
enforcing these regulations. We 
just couldn’t follow people all over 
campus, especially in cars,” Perry 
said. “That merely compounds 
any hazards. People will not move 
for a vehicle.” 

The police officers also cannot 
patrol the campus on foot to pre- 
vent bicyclists, skateboarders or 
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rollerskaters because CSUS only 
has a limited number of officers. 
They must be near their patrol cars 
at all times in case of an emer- 
gency, according to the police 
department. 

If a bicycle rider is stop ped by a 
police officer for riding on campus, 
the rider will be given a warning 
and a citation. 

According to a study done bya 
communication studies class 
group last fall, 14 of the 17 univer- 
sities the group studied actively 
enforced the bicycle regulations 
they (the universities) had adot- 
ed. Among these universities were 
Humboldt State, CSU Los 
Angeles and CSU Fresno. 

“It seems like almost every 
semester I'm almost hit by a bike 
or skateboarder —— they never give 
you any warning,” CSUS student 
Richard Daskam said. “They 
come up behind you and if they're 





late to class or something, they'll 
just run you over.” 

Both the police department 
and the president's office recognize 
that bicycle riders and skateboard- 
ers in particular are a problem on 
campus. The police department 
has not had any formal com- 
plaints, “but that does not mean it 
is not happening,” Perry said. 

According to the Sept. 7, 1979 
issue of The Hornet, former CSUS 
President W. Lloyd Johns’ cabinet 
banned all skateboarding and rol- 
lerskating on campus. Rollerskat- 
ing was more of a problem then 
than skateboarding, which has 
taken over now 

The main reasons then for ban- 
ning skateboarding and rollerskat- 
ing were university liability for 
accidents, nuisance w foot traffic, 
and damage to indoor and outdocr 
surfaces.

Parking administrator Jim 
Leese was quoted in the 1979 
Hornet as saying the safety of the 
handicapped was the main con- 
cern. “When those skateboards 


come flying out from underneath a 
nder they could really hurt a blind 
or physically handicapped stu- 
dent,” Leese said then 
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“Campus police will stnctly 
enforce the skating ban,” Leese 
also said. “Violators of the 24- 
hour, seven-days-a-week restric- 
tion will be asked to dismount or 
leave the university grounds,” 
according to the 1979 newspaper 

Peter Roddy, environmental 
health and safety officer says that 
he knows bicyclists, skateboarders 
and rollerskaters on campus are 
dangerous, and that in 1980 a vis- 
itor to Campus was involved in an 
accident with a skateboarder or 


rolierskater. Another complaint 
was filed in 1982, and another in 
1986 

Perry said that he has also 
noticed an increase in skateboards 
on campus recently, and that two 
years ago there were signs posted 
which said no skateboards or rol- 
lerskates were allowed on campus 
The signs have since disappeared 

Thomas Pyne, executive assist- 
ant to president Gerth seid he has 
noticed the skateboarding prob- 
lem in particular becoming Worse 


ay Pla. od The Horne! 
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“If something is a regulation it 
Ought to be enforced,” Pyne said. 
“We've asked them to enforce the 
rules. We also ask the students to 
comply for their safety and the 
safety of others.” 

The minutes from the Dec. 3, 
1986 Executive Committee CSUS 
Academic Senate meeting quote 
Director of Public Safety Donaid 
Yelverton as saying, “In 1979 the 
campus developed bicycle regula 
tions but the previous administra 
tion removed the ability to effec 
uvely enforce those regulations.” 

According to Yelverton's secre- 
tary, he is “too busy” to discuss the 
bicycle situation at this ume, but 
will bring it up at his staff meeting 
ihis Friday 

Yelverton also wouid not talk 
to the communication studies 
group members when they were 


doing their report on this topic 
There have not been any law- 


suits on campus because of acci- 
dents caused by bicycle or skate- 
board riders, according to Bruce 


Wilson, director of support servi- 


ces. The Student Health Center 


reportedly has very few people 
coming in with bicycle or skate- 
board related injures, and those 
injunes are only minor 

However, as anyone on cam- 
pus knows, bicyclists and skate- 
board niders do cause hazards for 
pedestnans 

“We even checked into UCD 
They have one cop assigned to 
bicycle detail. They impound 70 to 
120 bikes every day. primarily 
because of illegal parking,” Perry 
said 

“Some campuses do not allow 
bikes at all.”

Anders replaces Brown 


Basketball coach steps down

There is no greater feeling than 
victory to a coach. Losing, on the 
other hand, can keep any man 
awake at night pondering how he 
could have changed the outcome 

But the pressures of running the 
CSUS men’s basketball program 
cost Bill Brown more than sleep 

Citing health and family consid- 
erations, Brown resigned as head 
coach Dec. 13, less than two years 
after coming to CSUS from the 
University of Arkansas to rebuild 
the struggling basketball] program 
Severe chest pains and acute stress 
which resulted in his being hospital- 
ized during an early December 
tournament at Cal Poly, San Luis 
Obis,:0, intensified to the point where 
he could no longer continue his job 

Because of a history of diabetes 
and heart disease in his family, 
Brown was advised by his doctors to 
step down, acoording to Athletic 
Director Tom Pucci 

Citing his best interests, Brown 
declined an interview with the Hor- 
net. 

“There are two things that are 
important to me — my health and 
my family,” Brown said in a Dec. 14 
Sacramento Union article 

“Right now, I just want to straight- 
en out some things with my health 
and my family, regroup, then go on 
from there.” 

Brown, whose contract will not 
be renewed, was reassigned to assist 
Pucci for the remainder of the aca- 
demic year Assistant coach Joe 
Anders was named interim coach 
by Pucci and will complete the 
season. 

“(By stepping down ) I'm just 
trying to do the best I can for the 
program at this time,” Brown also 
said in the Union article. 

“Right now, I'm not 100 percent, 
and if | continued to go half flag I 
wouldn't be doing the program to 
justice.” 

“It's really a shock to us. But the

most important thing is Bill's health 
and family,” Pucci said. “With the 
pressures on him and his physical 
and mental state, it became a stress- 
ful situation for him.” 

“Bill has moved our program 
solidly ahead and we are grateful for 
his efforts,” he said in the Union 
article. “With the foundation he has 
laid, we have more ability to go out 
now and recruit a quality person 
like Bill.” 

“When we recruited Bill, there 
were no scholarships at that time 
and it was with the hope that we 
would some day become Division [ 
Now we can go out and tell people 
we are a Division | program in a 
major metroplex, and | think we 
have the ability to attract some of 
the finest people around to build a 
Division | program,” Pucci continu- 
ed 


The search for a new head coach 
will begin in two weeks, according 
Pucci, and input will be provided 


by the CSUS faculty, athletic 
department and team representatives 

Although the search will be 
nationwide, Pucci said that Anders, 
who came to CSUS with Brown 
from Arkansas, will be considered 


for the position 
“Coach Anders will be given 
due consideration as any other apphi- 


cant would be given,” he said in the 
Union article. “He will be evaluated 
on his merits, but whether he is head 
coach or assistant coach, coach 
Anders will be with us next year.” 

Although he would have pre- 
ferred the opportunity to come under 
different conditions, Anders is more 
than willing to accept the challenge 
of coaching the Hornets 

“Coaching is my life. This is 
going to be a challenge, but it's going 
to be fun. I don't consider it stress- 
ful,” said Anders. “This is something 
I've wanted and worked for. I just 
wish it hadn't come quite like this 
for Bill.”

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Ex-lron Maiden singer makes comeback

Paul Dianno, best known as the 
former vocalist for the mighty Iron 
Maiden, took the stage at Club 
Can't Tell last Wednesday with his 
new band, Battlezone 

With their debut album not yet 
available in Sacramento, it was 
anybody's guess what the music 
would sound like. Prior to the show, 
rumors flew like spitwads in a 
second-grade class when the teacher 
leaves. Overheard was, "My girl- 
friend's brother talked to some guy 
who heard the album and he said it 
sounds just like old Maiden.” 

The pessimistic faction mumbled 
that it wouldn’t be any better than 
the first solo album. In case you 
weren't aware, Dianno put out a 
self-titled solo album a couple of 
years ago with material about as 
exciting as soggy toast 

When the band came on stage 
and leaped into the first number, 
“Fighting Back,” there could be lit- 
tle doubt this was a heavy metal 
band. As the dual guitar attack of 
John Wiggins and John Hurley 





pounded out the riffs and Dianno 
growled center-stage, the band’s style 
began to take form. 

Next came the group's anthem 
“Battlezone,” a speedy crowd pleaser 
that really, got the energy flowing. 
Now that everyone knew what was 
happening, it was time for a blast 
from the past as Battlezone charged 
into a furious rendition of the Maiden 
classic “Sanctuary.” The only com- 
plaint so far was being unable to 
hear Hurley's guitar very well 

“Voice” was a heavy, medium 
paced rocker in the Riot vein. Start- 
ing slow and building into the pow- 
erful cruncher, “In the Darkness” 
featured some intense Dianno 
screams. “Too Much to Heart,” a 
song written by Hurley, picked up 
the pace again. 

The next song, “It's Love,” is a 
number from the band’s forthcom- 
ing second album. It's a good, catchy 
tune but the riff sounded just like 
Judas Priest's “Locked In.” In con- 
trast, the next song was longer and 
more complex. “Land God Gave” 
flowed from heavy to soft, perfectly

setting the mood for another Maiden 
favorite, “Remember Tomorrow.” 

From the eerie intensity of 
“Tomorrow,” the band immediately 
segued into their final cover,”Run- 
ning Free,” a song that never fails to 
get a crowd going. With Dianno on 
vocals, it was a monster 

While Hurley and Wiggins don’t 
quite have the finesse of their Maiden 
counterparts, they more than make 
up for it with precision and feeling 
Battlezone closed their set with 
“Running Blind,” a great number 
with a slow hypnotic beginning that 
built to a speed metal pace 

After letting the crowd scream 
for a while, the band returned for an 
encore but didn’t play their final 
number unt) Dianno autographed a 
couple of denim jackets. The final 
tune, 
“Warchild,” was awesome. Filled 
with great guitar work and excellent 
vocals, this was the best song of the 
evening and a fitting way to close 
the show 


Dianno emphasized that they 
write for themselves above all. “But 


I feel a serious obligation to the 
fans,” he said 

Pressure from the record com- 
pany has not been a problem. The 
album is doing very well and they 
know when to leave a good thing 
alone. The company did insist on 
the inclusion of some Maiden num- 
bers in the live set. This hasn't been a 
major problem because Dianno feels 
that it facilitates contact with an 
audience that he has been away 
from for so long. He said that he did 
write many of those songs and still 
enjoys singing thern a great deal. As 
far as the new material is concerned, 
he admits to deliberately avoiding 


the Maiden sound in his songwriting 

Overall, this was a very enjoya- 
ble concert. Dianno is a good vocal- 
ist ‘with a lot of stage presence and he 
has surrounded himself with real 
talent. Battlezone’s sound is tight 
fresh and very heavy. Dianno seems 
very happy with the way things are 
going so far. He is definitely enjoy- 
ing the band’s hectic tour schedule 
and prefers the small club atmos- 
phere because of its more intimate 
audience 


The group is made up of long 
time fnends, which has resulted in a 
strong collaborative efiort. There's 
little doubt that it’s “Paul's band,” 
but this hasn't interfered with strong 
creative input from members like 
guitarist John Hurley 


What's in the future for Battle- 
zone? This tour has severa! weeks to 
go, including some dates with the 
band, Saxon. Beyond that, work has 
already begun on a second album 
Since “Fighting Back” was some- 
what rushed (most of it was done in 
about seven days), the band wouid 
like to take more time and give the 
new album a “bigger” sound. Dianno 
plans to spend much more time on 
the vocal tracks and perhaps use 
some effects 


There is a possibility of some 
keyboards ala Pnest’s “Turbo,” but 
Dianno promises he has no inten- 
tion of going commercial. The music 
will still be heavy but also, more 
thickly textured. In the meantime 
check out “Fighting Back”; it sounds 
like a real killer

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Woody captures nostalgic ‘Days’ in his latest film

Looks like Woody Allen’s done it 
again. He captures the imagination 
with his new movie “Radio Days.” 
It’s not the same as a blood and guts 
Sylvester Stallone movie, or an 
action-packed Clint Eastwood flick 
Watching one of those, it’s easy to 
forget brain cells exist

Getting back to Woody - the 


intellectual - in “Radio Days” he 
makes 4 statement. He shows how, 
with the advent of television, society 
has forgotten to use imagination 

The movie is set in the early 
1940's. Even with war looming on 
the horizon, iife was simple. “Radio 
Days,” through its sets and particu- 
larly through its music, manages to 
transport the viewer to a more inno- 
cent time. 

How easy it is to snuggle down 
into the theatre seat and forget the 
world is falling apart. 

The movie consists of little sce- 
nanos centering around - what else - 
Allen's boyhood. He narrates as the 
camera zooms in on his parents 


arguing. 


“My father and mother,” he 
explains. “Two people who could 
find an argument over any sub- 
ject.” This, as they are trying to 
determine the merits of the Pacific 
Ocean over the Atlantic, or vice 
versa. 

Allen’s family all live together in 
Rockaway, New York. They tn- 
umph over a mundane existence by 
culuvating an intense fantasy life, 
made easier by the radio They 
are universally recognizable: an un- 
marned aunt craving the company 
of an ever-elusive prince charming: 
a mother lingering on the memory 
of a previous love; and Woody 
accepting the Masked Avenger and 
his infamous secret compartment 
ring as part of his everyday life 

“Radio Days” bounces back and 
forth, showing the lives of those on 
both sides of the radio. kt offers a 
glance at the active Manhattan night 
life, where the rich and beautiful rub 
elbows with other dreamers 

The sets are warm, wonderful 
and exouc. Ailen paints an expan- 
sive, vivid canvas of the Big Apple at 
a time when innocence was still pos- 
sible. It’s a light-hearted, life-affirm- 
ing look ai an era when big bands 
ruled the airwaves. 

“Radio Days” features the music 
of the legendary Tommy Dorsey, 


Arte Shaw and Glenn Miller, among 
others, And what a treat it is to hear 
the old favorites. The audience walks 
away humming and smiling 

There are some excruciatingly 
funny scenes. Take for instance 
“show and tell” at Woody’s child- 
hood school. He sits and stares in 
dreamy awe as one boy proudly 
displays his secret compartment ring 

And in the next breath, the prize 
of a little chubbo is, unfortunately 
for the teacher, an obviously used 
condom found on his parent’s night 
table 


An everyday situation? Hardly, J 


but very funny when Allen puts it on 
the big screen 
The dialogue is typical Woody 


Alien. As the camera pans an aunt & 


with a steel plate in her head, he 
narrates, “It was said she couldn't 
walk near magnets.” 

Or when Uncle Abe seems to be 
having a heart attack after eating on 
the Jewish High Holy days. Aunt 
Ceil, in her infinite wisdom says, 
“That's too good for him. He deserves 
an enema after eating when he 
should be fasting.” 

The worst thing to be said for 
“Radio Days” is how tiring it is to 
see the same faces in this movie as in 
most of Allen’s others. There's got to 
be more talent in Hollywood. Heil,

On Jan.29 CSUS had the out- 
standing opportunity to welcome 
he Honorable K.K.S. Rana, consul 
ral of India in San Francisco 
CSUS Indian students were 
delighted to meet Rana. The Sierra 
Room of the administration build- 
ing was brightened by the saris of 
some of the women.

“Opportunities such as these 
don’t come by too often,” Geena 
Dabadghav, president of the Indian 
student Association said 

Earlier in the day Rana was at 

the Holiday Inn, Capital Piazza, to 
give an address on “India / US 
Trade Relations.” 
In his address, the consul general 
gave a brief overview of the econ- 
lomy of India, asserting the impor- 
sismce of agriculture and the basic 
self-sufficcency of India.

Rana was previously ambassa- 
dor of Algeria, Czechoslovakia and 
Kenya. He worked a year with 
Indira Ghandi, former Prime Minis- 
ter of India 

“She was a great patriot, a per- 
son whose every moment was a tes- 
timonial of love for her country, for 
her people....It was a great, unique 
experience to work with her,” Rana 
said of Ghandi 

Rana speaks fluent French, Chi- 
nese and English. He has a master’s 
degree in economics from Delhi 
University 


When asked about the eventual 
problems faced by Indian students 
attending CSUS, Rana referred to 
the support offered by the consul 
general's office: “We are at their 
(Indian students’) disposal to solve 
problems that they may have. We 
are open to them.
